teen small rapid lire and machine guns; 
speed eighteen knots. 
Tiiree other armorelads of the same 
ty pe and same size are under construc­ 
tion for the Black sea fleet. 
Russia’s 
Baltic force, which includes all vessels 
for foreign service, is also being ex ten­ 
sively increased. 
The additions are 
chiefly of tlm armored cruiser tvpe.— 
New York Herald.
